New point of view from the old 
Connecticut countryside

ary Amelia Avery Starr Taylor Vincent—or Molly 
Vincent as her friends know her—was the first girl in 
her family in several generations and was the recipient 
of as many names. Her family and husband Sam’s have 
been landmarks in the Fairfield, Connecticut, area for 
well over a hundred years and yet there isn’t a trace of 
the hidebound in the living patterns they are developing 
for their family. Molly graduated from Vassar where 
she majored in economics, child study and social sei- 
ences. “It’s important for a woman to be educated,” she 
said, “to bring up her husband’s children well. But most 
of all it’s important for her to be feminine. Competition 
between parents is bad for children. Sam is boss. | think 
the children should feel this. | let him be the last word 
with the boys.” Molly admits that Sam isn’t the concept 
of the typical American husband; she prides herself on 
the fact that he’s never washed a dish in eleven years of 
marriage. The house is definitely her domain and yet she 
agrees that occasionally she needs a project beyond the 
home, something separate and apart, in contrast to the 
close schedule that young children dictate. “After eight 
or nine years of marriage, | felt | needed a break in rou- 
tine so I taught nursery school. | taught in the mornings 
when Sambo and Taylor (the Vincent boys, 6 and 9, 
respectively) were in school, so | wasn’t away from home 
when they were here. But 1 found it wouldn’t work; | 


was too tired to give Sam and the family my best. After 


a year, I was happy to give it up and come back home 
full time.” Molly’s schedule is irregular: “Sometimes 
when | get back from driving the children to school, | 
work hard; other times, | read a book.”” The Vincents’ 
day starts with Taylor; he is up reading by 5:30. Father 
Sam is off to his fuel business either in Bridgeport or 
Shelton by 7:30.

The quality of our educational 
system has become a burning issue 
in every community. Since we are 
vitally interested in every phase 
of family living, we interviewed 
families from coast to coast. To 
prompt discussion, we asked 
them “Are your children receiv- 
ing as good an education as you 
did?” Answers revealed that some 
families had not considered the 
matter deeply, had accepted the 
status quo with complacency. Most 
agreed that schools were having 
growing pains, that classes were 
often too large for the facilities 
or for maximum attention from 
teachers. Almost all felt that chil- 
dren could be better classified, 
that some took longer to learn 
than others. Here are highlights 
from several of our interviews. 


cases teachers continue with classes to the next grade, This is not 
sound, 4. There is no competition for the child; everyone is equal. 
They pass a child whether he is ready to advance or not, on the 
theory that what was not absorbed in one grade will be absorbed 
in the next. This is fallacious. There is no special attention to slow 
learners, while quick learners are left to their own devices after 


completing a lesson. 5. There is too much extracurricular activity 


and not enough time spent on each subject (we had daily classes 
of 45 minutes for each subject). Any excuse for a day off is taken; 
recently there was a five-day camping trip for fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades which was a great waste of time. 6. There is too much em- 
phasis on ‘self-expression.’ The approach is not to upset young 
psyches or create future frustrations. As a result, a child never 


must do what he would rather not do, which could, and often does, 


inelude studying. No incentive is generated for further learning.” 


What do yo tKi 
childrens education 


Everett and Dixie Kamp and their three daughters— 
Karen, 12, Betsy. 10, and Donna, 9-—live on a farm near Pleasan- 
ton, California. He is a full-time farmer, a member of the Board of 
Education of Amador Valley High School; Dixie Kamp is a past 
vice-president of the elementary school PTA, Here are their 
thoughts: “We feel that our girls are receiving a better education 
than we did, especially in world and national affairs. They are 
better informed in geography and science than we were at their 
age. Perhaps their education is better, because we as parents are 
following through at home. This is vital. We have set up a super- 
vised study schedule at home in which all the girls must check 


their assignments with one or the other parent and complete all 


homework. We find it important to have a schedule; the girls know 
what is expected of them. Home supervision includes drill, good 
old-fashioned drill in grammar, spelling and arithmetic. You can’t 
sugar-coat the basics; they must be learned and learned well. Drill 
is the only answer. Since the girls started school, we have tried to 
get them to want to study so that as they grow older, they will 
plan their own study without supervision. But the pattern of a 
student's life is determined early, not only at home but in the first 
four grades at school. Regardless of salary required, we feel that 


the best possible teachers should be found to teach these grades.” 


John and Barbara Cash, of Tampa. Florida, changed 
their minds after our initial interview and provide a most interest- 
ing study; “After reconsidering some of the answers to your educa- 
tional quiz, we have decided that the ‘progressive’ education re 
ceived by our eight-year-old daughter doesn’t match that which we 
received, The main reason for the lag is, we feel, split sessions— 
half a grade attending in the morning and the other half in the 
afternoon. Lynn is in the third grade and has 
been on split sessions since the start of second 
grade, Because of the shortened school day, the 
basic subjects—the three R’s—do not get the 
attention they deserve. Some are taught just a 
couple of times a week. We still believe that mod- 
ern educational methods can match those of the 


past and, perhaps, surpass them, but only if the 


teacher of today will do things on her own initia- 


tive, supplementing what is in the textbook. Most hl 


of the success of progressive education, or any 


other, for that matter, depends on the teacher.”

question. Are they getting as good an education as they could? 
In the last eight years we have added some 32 new rooms of schools 
here, both grammar and junior high. We're spending a lot of tax 
money and we want to be sure our children are getting the best we 
can give them. One way to do this, as parents, is to let educators 
know we're vitally interested. For example, our son David has had 
somewhat of a reading problem. When he was in fifth grade we 
had him tested under a remedial reading system and found he was 
good at slow reading, less good at speed reading. We took this 
information to the school principal and found, for the first time, 
that they have a teacher in remedial reading at the school. Now, if 
we hadn't taken the interest to look into the matter, nothing would 
have been done. As it turned out, the teacher worked with David 
for a year and he’s made a lot of progress. This is different from 
my parents’ attitude toward me. The only time | can remember my 
father going to school was to 


back up the teachers, to make 


me toe the line. One thing defi- 
nitely has not changed—the im- 
portance of the teacher. We 
firmly believe that the whole 
education question boils down 
to whether the teacher is ca- 
pable. There are some parts of 
the teacher system which are 


not right—teachers’ tenure, au- 


tomatic raises. Teachers should 


be as competitive as anyone 
else; raises should be on merit.

The clerestory 


To give illumination above the line of vision, the clerestory is an 
ancient architectural detail, today interpreted in interesting, new 
ways.

o clerestory skylight seemingly extends space by borrowing a tree- 
top view, on example of the window used as a space-conditioner 
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As a building material, glass can be used as freely as wood 
or masonry. In planning this house the architect thought in 
terms of glass and created a fascinating geometric pattern 


by the use of clerestories. Note that the wall backing the 
kitchen cabinets becomes simply a ‘'mullion’’ in over-all design 


Windows can transform ordinorily dark, dingy areas into 
bright, livable rooms. Clerestory, below, is a ribbon of glass 
at foundation level, making a basement an open, spacious 
recreation room with an eye-level view over the lawn and 
garden.

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ROOF-TOP DRAMA 


The truly creative architect is an indomitable fellow: the 
more difficult the problem, the more interesting his solu- 


tion. Perhaps that is why architects so often choose the 


most difficult plots for their own homes. Spokane architect 
Warren Heylman is no exception. Before beginning the 


planning process, he studied the limitations of his site for 


a full year. The only level portion is an abandoned rail- 
road grade, a narrow strip running along the road bound- 
ary; a steep hillside covered with pines and outcroppings 


of rock falls off behind. To the dictates of the plot, the 


Heylmans added equally rigorous specifications for the 
house: with two young children they wanted a small house 
which would be big in livability and adaptable to future 
needs. And, like most of us, they had a building budget. 
To these requirements, Warren Heylman designed a 28’ 
by 32’ structure, with 1.700 square 
feet of living space on three levels, 


at a total cost of $12 a square foot. 


Roof is a contemporary version of the old 
mansard, an economical means of creating liv- 


able cubage in essentially attic space. Spring- 


ing from the ground on wood struts, the roof 
structure is covered with V-crimp galvanized 
iron, painted with a bright protective red lead. 


Metal hoods project over the bedroom windows 


At the rear, living-dining terrace forms a 
roof for the porch of the guest suite on the 
lowest level. Roof projection on side of the 
house protects still another small porch off the 
bedroom hall on the top story. Interesting geo- 
metric planes are formed by exposed structure 
which follows the lines of the asymmetrical 
roof pitch. In the resulting pattern, wood shin- 
gle siding, fir structural members and concrete 
foundation blend agreeably into the setting 
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On the midlevel which is devoted to daytime pur- 
suits, the various spaces are arranged in open fash- 
ion around a centrally located fireplace which serves 
both the living and family areas (opposite). Traffic 
moves up from the entrance hall to the three bale 


ny 
bedrooms and bath, down to the lowest floor which 
houses a workshop, a guest bedroom and bath. There 
is also a lavatory adjacent to the family room on the 
main floor. In this trilevel plan, architect Warren 
Heylman has created versatile family living space 


Interior decoration throughout is characterized by 
simplie 


y. The dominant feature is the natural beauty 
of wood—in strip oak flooring, open-beamed fir ceil- 
ings, the paneled side walls and in the furniture, a 
casual mixture of contemporary and traditional

es, Other wall surfaces are of gypsum board, 
painted bone-white. Splashes of color are in bright 
rugs, wall hangings and pictures. The main feature 
of the bedrooms is the window design, diamond- 
shaped projection in the roof, providing decoration as 
well as light and air.

There is 
nothing drearier on a hot day than tepid food, and the easiest 
way to chill soup (and keep it chilled) is to pour it into an 
ice-cube tray and place it in the freezing compartment of the 
refrigerator. Remove it before ice crystals form and then re- 
frigerate until serving time: the coldness will be built-in. 

As we all know, cold or jellied soups make an excellent first 
course for hot-weather luncheons or dinners, but they need 
not be relegated to that category alone. A hearty soup, such 
as borsch, is a meal in itself, and the lighter soups may be 
drunk as a beverage to accompany a meal or, if you like, 
served as a cool, refreshing drink at any time of the day. 

Most of the recipes that follow can be “whipped up” with 
a minimum of effort if you use your blender to mince, mix, 
chop and combine the ingredients smoothly. Remember when 
blending liquids and solids to add enough liquid at the start 
to cover blades, and then add solid ingredients gradually. 

The recipes themselves are as off the beaten path as we 
can make them. The first nine, from the Old Warsaw Cook 
Book by Rysia, are Polish, and reflect the preferences of a 
country famous for cold soups. Slightly exotic, they would 
have pleased Brillat-Savarin himself, and are a lure no hus- 


band-to-be could ever resist; they begin on the next page. 
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If you’ve been doing much soup-drinking lately, you may 
have noticed that the old order of soup service has under- 
gone a few changes. Many soups have forsaken the dining 
table for the living room, where they are drunk as a pre- 
dinner course, a pleasant prelude to the meal to come, and 
a stepsaver for the maidless hostess. Consequently, al- 
though the time-honored tureen may still function, it is as 
often as not replaced by Grandmother's old ironstone tea- 
pot, perhaps, or a variety of pretty pitchers, old or new, or 
even the cocktail shaker. In turn, the soup plate has given 
way to practically anything that can be drunk from: Toby 
mugs, pilsners, goblets and brandy snifters. So look about 
you, ladies, and polish off some of those treasures at the 
back of your china cupboards: It’s time they dispensed 


something a bit more toothsome than an air of antiquity.

4. This is a two-piped reverse return system that force-circulates 
either heated water from a central boiler (or cold water from 
a central chiller) to d room ct Each room unit 
has automatic thermostats and a control for a blower. 

@ This system gives quick r) and circul fresh air 
into each room by individual unit. Use of this same system for 
cooling is another distinct advantage. 

@ For houses with large glass areas, this type of heating may 
not be isf y unless suffici units con be added to 
counteract the heat loss. For cooling, this system should be 
designed to suit the maximum dew-point temperature which 
occurs in the region or condensation will form on interior walls. 
$ Initial installation cost is higher than for other systems, but 
if gi dp ly, isf y perf is assured.

A. The probable cause of your 

daffodils’ failure to flower is 
overcrowding. Daffodils produce 
offset bulbs which compete for 
soil nutrients. After a time they're 
so crow that they have only 


strength enough to produce foliage. 
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will often continue to flower for 
20 years or more, but natural con- 
ditions sometimes keep down the 
number of surviving offsets. And in 
time, unless the bulbs are sepa- 
rated periodically, even these na- 
turalized daffodils cease blooming. 
At the first danger sign—as the 
number of blooms per plant are 
reduced and the size of individual 
flowers grows smaller—the clumps 
should be dug up and the bulbs 
separated. This should be done 
after the daffodil growing season is 
past, when the foliage has died. 
Plantings can be given organic 
fertilizer in fall, and quick-acting, 
balanced chemical fertilizer in 
early spring to stimulate more and 
larger flowers. This will reduce the 
need for bulb separation. 


Q. My philodendron plant is so 

green and healthy, but the new 
leaves lack holes. What's wrong 
with it? TS., Boulder, Colo. 


A, Probably nothing serious. I 

assume your plant is philo 
dendron pertusum. Although this 
philodendron doesn’t require much 
sunlight, it sometimes loses its leaf 
perforation when grown in an area

dren should be taught respect at 
home and then they will respect 
teachers at school. At home we tend 
to get more on a social level with 
our kids. This tends to make the 
child feel he can socialize with 
teachers, which makes the disei- 
pline problem more difficult.” 

Herbert and Elizabeth Kale: 
“There's no doubt that we're all 
expecting far more in education 
than we used to. But then, we're 
expecting more out of every phase 
of living. We're more alert since 
the pace of life moves more quick- 
ly; we're determined that children 
have more than we did. One of the 
ways to accomplish this, we feel, is 
to separate children into academic 
and vocational students in the 
eighth or tenth grade. That way the 
ones who are basically qualified to 
go on to college will get more at- 
tention and so will those who prefer 
a trade. We're convinced that there 
would not be so many unruly boys 
if they had something that inter- 
ested them. Children are being ex- 
posed early to scientific and me- 
chanical subjects. Why, Douglas 
floored us the other day. He came 
home—and remember, he's only 
seven—and knew in detail the 
workings of the combustion engine. 
Now, an enriched program is fine 
and we are heartily in accord with 
it, but let's not forget the basic 
three R's. A good foundation should 
come first.” 

Helen and Halden Conrad, 
Jr., Bellevue, Washington (both 
are college graduates, both are in- 
terested in education for their chil- 
dren as well a> themselves. They 
are enrolled in a Russian language 
course this semester. Helen also 
belongs to the Junior Seattle Nur- 
sery). Here are some of their views: 
“On the whole, we think children 
are getting an even better educa- 
tion than we did. First, because dis- 
coveries in the field of psychology 
and physiology have brought an im- 
provement in teaching methods.

style of his countryman, Debussy. 
The dise, issued on the Esoteric 
label, contains two ballet scores: 
The Sandman composed in 1908, 
and The Spider's Feast, which dates 
from 1912. Both are atmospheric, 
evocative works, abounding in the 
use of subtle orchestral colors. They 
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are performed by the Paris Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, under the di- 
rection of René Leibowitz. 

In 1929, a Roussel Festival was 
organized in Paris. in honor of the 
composer's sixtieth birthday. He 
had become sufhiciently prominent 
in the world of music so that pieces 
were written in his honor by such 
composers as Ibert, Honegger, Mil- 
haud and Poulenc, among others. 
The festival saw performances of 
Roussel’s piano concerto and two 
movements of his Petite Suite, Op. 
39. These two works. plus his Con- 
certo for Small Orchestra, Op. 3, 
and the Sinfonietta for String Or- 


chestra, Op, 52, are all contained 
on a single Epic record, in perform- 
ances by the Orchestra Des Con- 
certs Lamoureux, under Paul Sach- 
er. Here is the other. and later, as- 
pect of Roussel’s style: the 


atmospheric manner is replaced by 
a livelier, more athletic manner of 
writing. with more profile. If you 
like just a little pepper with your 
music, you might listen to Roussel. 

Another of the byways of music 
is represented by Alexander Seria- 
bin, the Russian composer who was 
at, 
he was a classmate of Rachmanin- 
off.

bin follow Chopin's style, that in 
some of his earlier products it is 
difficult to realize that one is not 
actually hearing Chopin's music. 
As his life progressed, Scriabin be- 
came more and more involved in a 
mystical philosophy, which he at- 
tempted to express in his music. 
His style underwent a_ radical 
change. even to the extent of his 
formulating his own system of har- 
monies. In view of the elaborate 
mysticism of his philosophy, it is 
ironi« that he should have died of 
so mundane a cause as hlood poi- 
soning resulting from a boil on his 
lip. This took place in 1914. His 
music enjoyed a vogue after the 
First World War. and then became 
all but forgotten. 

Raymond Lewenthal. on a West- 
minster dise, gives a sampling of 
Seriabin’s piano music from both 
the early and late periods. On a 
Monitor disc, Vietor Merzhanovy in- 
cludes four of the etudes, and a 
sonata from the middle period. Co- 
lumbia has issued his two major 
orchestral works, the Poem of 
Ecstasy and the Poem of Fire, in 
performances by the Philharmonic 
Symphony of New York, 
Conductor Dimitri Mitropoulos.
